The technical problem of interest in the present 
application is that of increasing the safety of the 
method for producing aqueous solutions from free HA and, 
at the same time, increasing the yield of free HA. 

None of the documents cited in the search report states 
or suggests that the use of a specific stripping medium 
in combination with a particular temperature control 
arrangement at the column intake would solve the 
aforementioned problem.
